Cloudburst and Hurricane at 
Chicago. 


Towns and Viliages of Kansas 
Blotted Out by a Tornado. 


Reports of Loss of Life Coming in 
from Scores of Places. 


Cyclones Swept Through Missouri, Iowa 
and Nebraska— Wires Prostrated and 
Only Outlines of the Disaster (se) 
Yet Obtainable. 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

Cuicago, April 1.—[By the Associated 
Press.] About 6:30 this evening the 
sky, which had been threatening all 
the afternogn, became -densely black 
and in another moment a cloud-burst 
occurred. e wind blew a hurricane 
and swept everything before it. At 
the corner of Halsted and Pierce streets 
the cyclone blew down a seven-story 
brick building surrounded by one and 
two-story frame buildings, crushing 
them to the earth, killing three people 
and fatally or seriously injuring many 
others. 

In Thomas Hulett’s house, immedi- 
ately in the rear of the seven-story 
brick structure, the family were all at 
supper, when the brick building fell 
and crushed Hulett’s residence. Thir- 
teen were at the table. A six-months- 
old babyowas crushed into a shapeless 
mass. Horace Mott, aged 5, and Eddie 
Mott, aged 2, were alsoinstantly killed. 
The others were pinioned under the 
broken timbers and bricks and were 
rescued. 

The fatally injured are Alice Hulett, 
aged 8; Mrs. Alex Keoun, Horace Wy- 
gant, Mary Wygant, James Mott, Jr., 
and Mamie Mott. 

James McGowan, wife and son and 
Mary Walsh are missing and are sup- 
posed to be in the ruins. Thereis little 


| hope that they are alive. 


Gus Diech, a teamster, while driving 
along the street, was Struck by a fall- 
ing tree and severely injured. 


THE STORM IN KANSAS. 


Loss of 

Kansas City, Aprill.—[By the Asgp- 
ciated Press.] A tormado of mad de- 
structiveness swept over Kansas last 
night. Butler county seems to have 
suffered the greatest havoc. Tona- 
wanda was wiped,.off the face of the 
earth and Augusta, a few miles distant, 
was buffeted out of all resemblance to 
its former self. 

In Tonawanda the town was asleep 
when the storm swept down and not a 
house’or building was left standing. 
The storm raised everything in its 
path and left dead bodies lying in its 
wake. Four have already been re- 
covered from the ruins searched. 
Twenty persons were fataliy injured 
and forty more or less seriously, besides 
a large number slightly hurt. 

At Augusta Herman Haskills, James 
Barnes and an infant child of Will 
Rhodes were killed outright. Fifteen 
others were hurt more of less seriously. 
The wires are all down, and it is impos- 
sible to get a detailed account from 
either place.” 

In Kiowa the Missouri Pacific depot 
and a number of buildings were demol- 
ished, and several mishaps are reported. 
The damage to property was great. 

At Wellington William Little’s house 
was wrecked and Little and four chil- 
dren were killed. Joe Walker’s house 
was carried from its foundation and the 
thirteen inmates were more of less in- 
jured. 

Butterworth’s house, with its occu- 
pants, was carried several hundred 
yards and some of its occupants were 
fatally injured. eee: 

From indications the storm swept 
over the country from the Indian Terri- 
tory through Barbour, Frazier, Sumner 
ane Butte counties, carrying away vil- 
lages and farmhouses as it swept along. 
The tornado continued in Kansas and 
Northwestern Missouri, but there was 
less destruction. 

Atchison was visited by a tornado to- 
day at noon. Several buildings were 
unroofed and demolished and signs and 
awnings scattered in every direction. 
The Santa Fé depot was unroofed, the 
scholastic convent demolished, Chrall 
& Co’s. warehouse was destroyed and 
the grocery store of the Taylor Com- 
pany isinruins. The prison roof was 
carried off and the building partly de- 
molished. A small house in the Mis- 
souri Pacific yards was blown into the 
river. Hundreds of chimneys were 
blown down and a great deal of minor 
damage was done. Fruit suffered badly 
in the country. No one was injured. 

At Leavenworth the Great Western 
Stove Works were partially unroofed, 
and work will be suspended for days. 

At St, Joseph nearly every telegraph 
and telephone line in the city was torn 
down. Numerous small houses were 
demolished and large ones unroofed. 
Thousands of dollars of damage was 
caused by the breaking of plate glass in 
store windows. In the eastern part of 
the city a brick house was blown down, 
seriously injuring a child. At the fac- 
tory of Tootle, Hosea & Co., there 
was a stampede of several hundred 
girls when the wind tore a portion of 


| the roof off. No one was seriously in- 


jured. 

A dispatch from Lawrence, Kan., 
says: ‘‘The wind has been blowing a 
gale here since midnight. Many build- 
ings are unroofed and houses demol- 
ished. The roof of the Haskell Hospital 
was blown away and it was necessary 
to anchor the buildings with cables to 
puevent their blowing oyer.’”’ 

In Kansas City the damage consisted 
principally of roofs blown away and 
plate-glass windows broken. The roof 
of the High school building was blown 
off. There was no panic, but the school 
was dismissed. Signs were blowndown 
-all over the city, some of them crash- 
ing through costly plate-glass windows 
inthe center of the business portion. 
Telephone and telegraph wires were 

rostrated, There has been vo loss of 
ife. The greatest damage was suffered 
by thetelegraph companies. The West- 
ern Union reports no communication

Kagsas, and but few wires east. Mes- 
sages are being received subject to in- 
definite delay. Telegraph poles along 
all the railways west of here are pros- 
trated, causing a woeful tangle with 
with which the wiremen struggled all 
day, apparently with little success. 

At Olathe, Kan., the general store of 
Mariner & Marvel was partially wrecked 
by thestorm. Farm-houses and stables 
were unroofed, but no one was injured. 

At Marshall, Mo., considerable dam- 
age was done. The cupola of the Meth- 
odist Church was blown down and 
plate-glass windows were blown in and 
roofs carried away. 

At Salina, Kan., a house was carried 
from its foundation and wrecked and 
the family, at supper at the time. were 
all more or less injured. One daughter 
had a leg broken. Another was hurt 
about the back with internal injuries. 

The honse of Samuel Buckholder was 
demolished, The family escaped in- 
jury. Mrs. Zimmerman took refuge in 
the cellar offa house which was de- 
molished Mr. Zimmerman was 
fatally injured. 

At Ottawa, Kan., the Water Com- 
pany’s tower toppled over, roofs were 
carried away and sidewalks turned 
over, trees uprooted, and much damage 
done to orchafds.

SWEPT THROUGH NEBRASKA. 


Meager Partiedtlars of the Great Cyclone’s 
Work of Destruction. 

Omana (Neb,,) April 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Telegraph wires all over 
the State are prostrated and it is diffi- 
cult to obtain news of the extent of last 
night’s storm. The Western Union has 
but one wire ip operation in Nebraska, 
that being alomg the Elkhorn road. 

A dispatch te the Bee from Norfolk in 
the northern part of the State, says that 
a cyclone struck there just before mid- 
night last night and did much damage. 
HM thisis thesame storm that devas- 
tated Nelson, destruction between these 
points must have been very great and 
the storm must have traversed 150’ 
miles of the richest farming gection, 
dotted with small cities and villages.

HAVOC IN’ MISSOURI. 


St. Joseph and Other Cities have a Disas- 
trous Visitalion. 

Sr. Josserpn (Mo.,) April 1.—|By the 
Associated Press.| The storm at St. 
Joseph began at midnight Thursday, 
and continues at 9 o’clock tonight with 
unabated fury. There is hardly a house 
inthe city not damaged more or less 
and many barns and outhouses and 
fences are leveled. The loss aggre- 
gated $50,000, The large trotting 
barn of the King Hill stock farm was 
totally destroyed, but all valuable stock 
had been remcved before the building 
was sweptaway. The loss is $5000. 
Three large school buildings were un- 
roofed, but the pupils had all been sent 
home. =; 

At Harrisburg, Mo., the Methodist 
Church was unroofed and the cupola 
blown down. 

At Chillicothe, Mo., also the cupola of 
a Methodist Church ‘was blown down 
and the building was unroofed. Noone 
was hurt. 


A Hurricane in Iowa. 

Des Mornes (Iowa,) April 1.—A hurri- 
cane began after midnight and still con- 
tinues. All trafficon streets is stopped. 
A great many houses were unroofed and 
otherwise damaged. There were many 
narrow escapes from flying missiles. 


Powder Works Blown Up. 

PoTTsviL_e (Pa.,) April 1.—The mix- 
ing house of the National Dynamite and 
Powder Company, at Ferndale, blew up 
yesterday. John Long was blown to 
atoms. 

BrrminenamM (Ala.,) April 1.—This 
afternoon the Sterling dynamite works 
at Bessemer exploded, killing six men. 
The explosion wasin the gas reservoir 
and the force tremendous, nearly every 
glassinthe town being broken. The 
shock was plainly feltin this city, fif- 
teen miles distant. Fire followed and 
the ruins were burned. 


Five Hours of Pugilism. 

BuruineTon (lowa,) April 1.—One of 
the longest and most stubbornly con- 
tested fights ever fought ia this part of 
the country resulted in a draw. The 
contestants were John Worley and Jack 
Davis of Keithsburg. 

The first six rounds were cyclone 
fighting and for the next twenty it was 
give and take with ligntning-like rapid- 
ity. After about four hours’ fighting 
the couut of rounds céased to be kept, 
and at the end of the fifth hour the 
battle was calleda draw. Both men 
were terribly punished. 


The Bering Sea Question, 

Wasnineton, April 1.—The Cabinet 
again considered the Bering Sea ques- 
tiontoday. It.is understood that tha 
negotiations for a modus vivendi are 
progressing fayorably. 

Orrawa (Ont.,) April 1.—The text of 
a dispatch sent by the British govern- 
ment warning seal fishers of the pend- 
ing negotiations is made public. It 
notifies them that ifthey proceed to the 


sealing grounds they do so at their own 


risk, as already indicated in the last 
dispatches. 


Booming the Nicaragua Canal. 

New York, April 1.—Warner Miller, 
president of the Nicaragua Canal Com- 
pany, announces that Henry M. Flag- 
ler, John W. Mackay, Austin Corbin and 
Andrew Carnegie have become largely 
interested in the company.

So farthe only person 
positively known to have lost her life 
through the burning of the steamer 
Golden Rule last night is Nellie Ma- 
loney. 

The following persons are believed to 
be dead: Frank T. Riley, second mate;

There were rumors that six to fifteen 
roustabouts perished in the Golden 
Rule’s hold. One who escaped says 
that none were there when he left.

None of the 
bodies have yet been recovered. The 
number of unknown ag hands missing 
is now believed to be four, making a 
total of eleven.

A BILL introduced in Congress by Hon. 
William C: Oates of Alabama and fa; 
vorably reported upon by the Judiciary 
Committee promises to put a new com- 
plexion on the matter of naturalization. 


It is practically an old bill revamped, 


and, while retaining the old require- 
ment of five years’ residence before the 
right to vote is acquired, prevents any 
person from being naturalized who has 
ever been convicted of a felony or other 
infamous crime or even a misdemeanor 
which involves moralturpitude. It ex- 
cludes all Anarchists and polygamists, 
all persons who have immigrated to 
America in violation of America’s immi- 
gration laws and all aliens who cannot 
read the Constitution of the United 
States. The bill is not-retroactive and 
so does not affect any naturalized citizen 
or any alien who has already declared 
his intention’ to become a_ citizen. 
The: uncorroborated statement of the 
applicant for citizenship does not go, 
uader this bill, whichis likely to be- 
come a law, and willful and false swear- 
ing‘in connection with the application 
is made punishable as perjury. Under 
the proposed law, a native-born Indian, 
who has adopted the manners and cus- 
toms of civilization. can vote. Appli- 
‘cations for citizenship must be made 
through the Federal courts, or if they 
are not accessible to State courts ‘‘of 
the highest original common law juris- 
diction, whether called Supreme, Cir- 
cuit, District, Superiog or Courts of 
Common Pleas, the same being courts 
_of recoréand having a seal and clerk.”

Attempted Murder Followed by 
Successful Suicide.

San Francisco, April 1.—[By the As- 
sociated Press,| Cartollonne Gaillarde, 
an Italian laborer,: today shot and 
fatally wounded his wife and brother- 
in-law, Jacob Canaba, and then killed 
himself. The Gaillardts live near Tel- 
egraph Hill, and the husband has al- 
ways been a hard-working mar, but 
rather flighty at times. No cause 
is known forthe crime and it is sup- 
posed he was insane. 

Canaba was Visiting his sister, Mrs. 
Gaillarde, this afternoon, when ‘Gail- 
lardg rushed in and fired two shots from 
a revolver at Canaba. , Bothshots took 
effect in the head and Canaba’ fell un- 
conscious to the floor. Gaillarde then 
fired two shots at his wife, one striking 
her in the head and the other missing. 
He then struck her with the revolver 
several times, stunning her. The mad- 
man then fired a bullet through his own 
head, dying instantly. 

Canaba and his sister were removed 
to the receiving hospital, where the 
surgeons stated that their wounds are 
very serious and will probably prove 
fatal.

The Charge of Forgery Against Mrs. 


Barrows Dismissed. 


The Husband Swears That the Wife Hada 
Right to Sign His Name to Checks 
—Peculiar Features of 

* the Case. 


The sensational Barrows forgery case 
fell to the ground yesterday afternoon 
for the reason that the man, C. A. Bar- 
rows, who kicked up the trouble, swore 
that he and the fair defendant are hus-. 
band and wife, and under the laws of 
this State he could not testify against 
his lawful wife in a criminal proceed- 
ing. 

As was stated yesterday morning, 
Barrows, who is at the Soldiers’ Home, 
is too sick to appear if court, and early 
yesterday morning Justice Austin, the 
defendant and her attorney and the 


prosecuting attorney were driven to], 


the Soidiers’ Home, when Barrows’s 
deposition was taken. 

He swore that he and defendant were 
married in Turtle Grove, Wis.,in 1890, 
and have been man and wife ever since. 

He stated that the defendant had 
been in the habit of signing checks for 
him, and she must have believed that 
she had a right to sign it. 

The whole affair goes to show that 
after Barrows left his wife and went to 
the Soldiers’ Home he got it into his 
head that she would draw his money 
out of the bank, and he wrote to the 
cashier asking him if any checks on his 
account had been presented. The bank 
people wrote back that. a woman had 
presented a check for $800 signed by 
him and that it had been paid. 


He at once made his: way to the bank |} 


and made such a row that the cashier 
made his loss good. At that time Bar- 
rows said nothing about his wife, and 


| did not let on that any one hada right 


to sign his name. | 

It isa singular case from beginning 
to end, and had not the woman been 
frightened into returning the $800 the 
bank would have been out and the case 
would have been dismissed just the 
same, for as long as the husband could 
not be compelled to testify a case of 
forgery could not be made out against 
the woman. 

The law on this point is defective, 
and as long as it remains unchanged a 
dangerous class of criminals will escape 
punishment on this coast.

MINING AT ETIWANDA. 

‘Itis probable thata new mining excite- 
ment will be created here soon, for itis un- 
derstood that extensive preparation is 
being made for the purpose of engaging in 
placer mining at Etiwanda, afew miles 
westof this city. Aman bythe name of 
Thompson at that place has been panning 
some gravel in that locality and finds some 
beds rich in mineral wealth, and is having 
some steel] pipe manufactured for carrying 
water for mining purposes. Within a few 
days something more definite may be de- 
termined, and valuable disclosures are 
looked for. 


SKELETON UNEARTHED. 

Yesterday afternoon, while the workmen 
were engagéd at digging the large trench 
for the south wall of the new County Court- 
hquse, some human bones were unearthed. 
The pieces removed consist of the right and 
left femur, most of the left shoulder blade 
and the lower jaw, in which two molars 
reniain in their sockets. They were found 
at two feet and six inches below the sur- 
face, andit is probable that other parts of 
the skeleton remainin the bank north of 
the excavation, but no effort was made to 
uncover them. From the length of the 
femur bones they appear to be those of a 
person below medium height. It is not 
known who may have been the possessor 
of these relics of a departed spirit, but it is 
generally believed that these crumbling 
bones were once confined within a redskin. 

The bones were crumbling badly when 
found, though this might not be taken as 
an indication of having laid long in the soil, 
as they lay buried in a loam, in which decay 
would take place rapidly.

WONG CHEE IN JAIL, 


Arrested Late Last Evening on a Charge 
of Marder. 

.Wong Chee, the leader of one of the 
rival factions in Chinatown, was ar- 
rested and lodged in the County Jail 
late yesterday afternoon, upon a war- 
rant issued by Justice Stanton, on com- 
plaint of Tom Bing Chew Do, who 
charges him with the murder of Ah 
Lung on May 8, 1890. Chee will, in 
all probability, be arraigned today. 

There is considerable excitement in 
Chinatown over the arrest, as Chee is 
one of the most influential heathens in 
the city. Chee-was convicted of mur- 
der, some years ago, and sentenced to 
San Quentin for life, butit being after- 
ward discovered that he was innocent, 
he was pardoned by Gov.
